Sometimes 
the germs causing the trouble spread 
into the middle ear where they cause 
This more apt happen babies 
than older children, the Eustachian 
canal shorter and wider babies. 
This one reason why you should 
never let anyone with cold, sore 
throat, tonsillitis, bronchitis flu 
near your baby, and why you should 
not take him into crowded places. 
Keeping him the best condition 
physically and suitably clad will also 
reduce the chances his catching colds. 

infection the middle ear causes 
earache. baby with cold starts 
scream and will not stop, matter 
what you help him, likely 
that has earache. will probably 
restless and feverish well. Older 
babies sometimes pull the sore ear, and 
children course can tell you where 
the trouble is. your child has 
earache you should consult your doctor, 
but (please!) avoid calling him the 
middle the night unless very 
severe. Laying hot-water bottle under 
the sore ear will least temporarily 
lessen the pain the case older 
child. using small funnel-shaped 
speculum and light, your 
physician can see the eardrum, and 
from its appearance and shape can 
tell good deal about the infection 
abscess that would better drained, 
can make small opening the 
proper place the eardrum, which will 
allow the matter run out, 
will not interfere with hearing later on. 
Sometimes the abscess ruptures the 
eardrum injures the tiny bones. 
result the latter, the child may 
become partially deaf. un- 
fortunate sequel middle ear infections 
—and this occurs more often when they 
are neglected—is the spread the 
infection into the mastoid region. This 
usually can cured only operation. 
For this and other reasons ear infections 
are dangerous and should never 
neglected. surprising how casually 
many mothers look upon running ears. 
This quite wrong and this condition 
should never treated lightly 
ignored. 

The inner ear which enclosed 
bone even more complicated than 
the parts already described. Deafness 
can due variety causes and 
your child has defective hearing 
should promptly investigated, be- 
cause can much more effectively 
treated the early stages. Anyone 
with normal ears should able hear 
loud-ticking watch held four feet from 
his head, the quiet talking person 
feet away, who standing that 
his mouth cannot seen. surprising 
number school children, about four 
per cent them fact, have defective 
hearing. 

The adenoids are situated very close 
the point where the Eustachian canal 
opens into the throat.

Delicious, Yellow Delicious; Jonathan; 
Golden Russet smallish, with crisp 
white juicy flesh distinctive flavor; 
Snow (Fameuse)—always popular. 

Early-ripening Pears: Clapp’s Fa- 
vorite—first ripen, very large, excel- 
lent flavor; Bartlett—most popular 
all; Lincoln—good flavor; late August. 

Winter Pears: Anjou—develops its 
best flavor early winter, and very 
good choice for small garden use; Christ- 
mas Cheer—as its name suggests, reaches

GROWING dwarf fruit trees 

lively, topic interest these 

days, new homes and grounds 

are being established across 
Canada. The majority homeowners 
would like grow percentage fruit 
their own properties, but standard 
fruit trees occupy too much space for 
the average lot. Some varieties stand- 
ard apples will maturity reach 
they definitely need abundance room 
for proper development. 

Just the opposite true dwarf apple 
and pear trees. Even maturity they 
may only reach relatively one quarter 
the height standard trees and will 
This means that they may planted 
from feet apart, according 
variety. Those who would like grow 
number dwarf trees will see that 
with skilful spacing, tiny orchard 
from dwarf specimens may 
grown the area ordinarily needed for 
one full-grown standard apple tree. 

The modern type dwarf apple and 
pear trees have been produced graft- 
ing choice dessert varieties dwarfing 
stock which bushlike form and sta- 
ture. The resulting trees are the size 
adaptable small garden planting and 
there steadily increasing demand 
for these dwarf forms. During the war
